He spent 
some time recently in the Cardston and 
adjoining settlements at the foot of the 
Rockies and almost close to the boundary 
line. Crops are good there this season in 
all three settlements and will aggregate 
about 60,000 bushels of grain.

It 
is expected that the numbers in the settle- 
ments will be largely increased next season 
by arrivals from Utah.

for the purpose, or if they contain any 
possible fault or flaw that fault or flaw 
can easily be remedied at the coming 
session of parliament. During the life 
of this charter the town has a specially 
direct interest in any other charter pur- 
porting to cover the same ground, for if 
it allows another charter covering that 
ground to be granted without protest, 
either the new charter supersedes the 
one held by the townor may be brought 
into undesirable conflict with it. The 
connection between this town and the 
C. & E. railway is the key of the 
situation. This key is held at present 
by the town under its street railway 
charter. It is a matter of the most 
common prudence before it allows the 
key to pass into other hands, that the 
people of the town whose property and 
interests are to be affected should be 
thoroughly informed as to the standing 
and intentions of the proposed com- 
pany before they give their consent to 
its being vested with absolute powers 
as to the future welfare of the town 
and district. It is the duty of the 
town counci] to secure the fullest in- 
formation on these points and to let the 
ratepayers know fully and clearly the 
position of affairs. This is not one of 
the occasions in which we can afford to 
let matters drift or to go it blind. There 
is every reason to believe that we lost 
heavily by not looking sharply after the 
C. & E. charter when it was being 
granted ; indeed that the necessity 
either of the strect railway or of the 
proposed charter might have been alto- 
gether avoided had we done so. We 
could scarcely help the mistake then, 
not having town organization, but‘let 
us not repeat it now that we have that 
organization and are fully alive to our 
requirements.

FREIGHT RATES, 


The Winnipeg Commercial, dealing 
editorially with freight rates says : 


“The Neepawa Register wants to know 
why a bushel of wheat can be shipped from 
‘a western point in the United States’ 
to England for 17 cents, if it costs over 30 
cents as shown by the Commercial, to ship 
a bushel of wheat from Manitoba to a 
British port. We do not know to what 
‘western point’ the Register refers. 
Wheat could be shipped from Duluth to 
Liverpool at about this cost—more or less. 
according to the season and the rate of lake 
and ocean freights ruling at the time. But 
this 1s not a paraliel case. To get a parallel 
case it would be necessary to take a north 
Dakota point, as far from Duluth as Mani- 
toba is from Fort William, and in this case 
the cost would be found to be as high 
or higher than from points in this province.” 


But why take a North Dakota point, 
particularly? Why compare the rate 
from a way station in North Dakota 
with the rate from a great commercial 
and shipping centre like Winnipeg— 
except to make an unfair comparison to 
the advatage of the railway company? 
Does not Winnipeg stand as between 
Fort William and the Canadian North- 
West in very much the same position 
as St Paul does as between Duluth and 
the United States Northwest. Ad-
